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Revised Canadian Table of Frequency Allocations 
now includes additional 15 kHz for 60 Metre Band 
We are happy to report that in their release of the Re- 
vised Table of Frequency Allocations 
http://www.ic.gc.ca/eic/site/smt- 
gst.nsf/eng/sf10759.html issued on 13 April 2018 
ISED has addressed the concerns of the Canadian Am- 
ateur Radio community. The Revised Table now allo- 
cates the band 5351. kHz5 - 5366.5 kHz (which 
overlaps one of the previous 60m spot frequencies) 
and the four previously allocated spot frequencies 
(5332, 5348, 5373 and 5405 kHz). The conditions for 
the use of the band and spot frequencies remain the 
same as those governing the spot frequencies previous- 
ly: maximum effective radiated power of 100 watts 
PEP, 2.8 kHz emission bandwidth and permitted 
modes telephony, data, RTTY and CW. The Table 
notes that the Amateur 60m allocations are not in ac- 
cordance with international frequency allocations and 
that Canadian amateur operations shall not cause inter- 
ference to fixed or mobile operations in Canada or oth- 
er countries. As in the previous allocation of the spot 
frequencies, the Table notes that if interference occurs 
the amateur service may be required to cease opera- 
tions. This is a standard condition of domestic alloca- 
tions and as noted previously by RAC has not occurred 
during operation on the previously allocated and au- 
thorized spot frequencies. 

Even though the Canadian Table of Frequency Alloca- 
tions now identifies this new 60 metre allocation for 
the Amateur Service, Canadian Amateurs must await 
authorization by ISED before using the new 15 kHz 
segment. Such authorization is normally effected via a 
revised issue of document RBR-4 — Standards for the 
Operation of Radio Stations in the Amateur Radio 
Service (https://www.ic.gc.ca/eic/site/smt- 
gst.nsf/eng/sf10650.html). Radio Amateurs of Canada 
will be urging ISED to authorize the new 15 kHz seg- 
ment as soon as possible.

Coax Loss vs Connector Loss 

A question that comes up regularly is one about loss, 
specifically lossin the coax and connectors between 
your radio and your antenna. The general wisdom is that 
better coax gives you better results and more connectors 
is bad. So, essentially we've been taught that we should 
have the shortest coax possible with as few connectors 
as possible. Pretty fair and reasonable, right? 

I recently saw a youtube video made by Jim W6LG. Jim 
has a YouTube channel with about a 100 videos. 

Jim rigged up a testing tool to compare a single connec- 
tor to 30 connectors. He even compared 20m to 6m and 
tested both extensively and even re-did the tests 

with a kilowatt. Then he did the same test with the 30 
odd meters of RG8X coax. 

Surprisingly, there was no discernible difference be- 
tween one connector and 30 connectors in-line, not at 
14 MHz, not at 50 MHz, not at 50 microvolts and not 
at 1 kilowatt. Using RG8X coax, which sits about 
halfway between RG58 and RG213 in terms of loss, 
there was however 22% loss at 14 MHz and 40% at 50 
MHz. You can check Youtube for Jim W6LG's channel.

V55V, Big Signal out of Namibia, to Go Silent 
Martin Walter, V51W, near Omaruru, Namibia, has 
spent the past 2 decades improving his station, which 
likely accounts for his V55V station’s increasingly 
better signal. After trying all possible antenna systems, 
he is convinced that his wire rhombic antennas are the 
best choice. He uses three of them; two that are 160 
meters on each leg to the US and Europe, and one with 
80-meter legs, also aimed at Europe. V55V was used 
for countless contest and DXpedition activities during 
the past years but now, Walter is planning to shut down 
the station and move back to Germany. 

Rudi Klos, DK7PE, has posted a video tour of antenna 
installation at V55V on YouTube. 


Equinox 'cracks' forming in Earth's magnetic field 
The vernal equinox is less than 10 days away. That 
means one thing: Cracks are opening in Earth's mag- 
netic field. The seasonal phenomenon is known as the 
"Russell-McPherron effect," named after the research- 
ers who first explained it more than 40 years ago. 
These "equinox cracks" are causing geomagnetic ac- 
tivity and bright auroras around the Arctic Circle even 
without strong solar activity. -- See Spaceweather.com 
for the full story.
